Dice and Mah Jongg “Suggested” by Liberals as Best 
Way to Make Finer Decisions in Election 
on Polling Days 


The principle of candidates making cash election deposits will 
be continued in the provincial elections in the future, according 
to an amendment to the election bill byeA. L, Saunders, Farmer, 
Stettler, which was passed in the Committce of the Whole in the 
Legislature yesterday, by a vote of twenty-one to twenty. 

~ Besides making a deposit, candidates will be required to have 
twenty-five signatures on their nomination papers. Under the old: 
system, only four signatures were required, and the deposit was 
#100, Although the principle of an election deposit had been 
adopted, no definite amount has been stipulated. When the clause 
amending the election bill in this respect is brought down for dis- 
cussion, some definite sum probably will be fixed. 

Printed voters’ lists for Calgary and Edmonton were sug- 
gested by the Hon. J. R. Boyle, leader of the opposition, in the 
form of a motion which has been held up for further consideration, 

Alex. Moote, Farmer, Cochrane, moved an amendment to the 
effect that only candidates not backed by a convention be required to make 
u deposit. The proposal, however, was completely swamped. When the 
vote was taken, Mr. Moore was alone. 


The appointment of a special commission to investigate conditions in 
the coul mining industry of the province was moved by P. M. Christo- 
pher, Labor, Rocky Mountain. ‘The debate on the motion was adjourned.

Nothing disqualifies like qualiliva- 
tion, That is the Principle by which 
Great Britain's new premier, James 
Ramsay MacDonald, seems to have 
been guided in the formation of bir 
Labor administration. It gives a 


clue to his character, and indicates 
that he expects obedience to his dl- 
rections and deference to his views 
on the part of the members of his 
capinet, rather than their advice, In 
one word, that he looks upon them 
as subordinates, rather than as col- 
leagues with pretensions to equality 
He assumed that if a man had made 
a particular study of any branch of 
the service of the State, he necea 
sarily had preconceived ideas and 
Projudices on the subject, and would 
be, therefore, far more inclined to 
put into action his own policies 
rather than those either of his chie? 
or of the majority of the cabinet. 
Thus Viscount Chelmsford has 
been Governor-General of Avs'ralia, 
and, above all, Viceroy of India, 
and as such identified more than 
anyone else with the projects of the 
late Lord Morley and of the Right 
Honorable Edwin Montague ter tho 
nationalization of the Government 
of India, in the sense of concession 
of @ greater voice by the natives in 
the administration of that great Ori- 
ental Empire, than they had untl) 
then enjoyed. Indeed, while Vis. 
count Chelmsford 1s very far from 
being a brilliant man, yet his ex- 
perience with regard to the risky 
process of progressive. natiopaliza- 
tion of the Government of British 
India is unique.
